By far the geratest number of life-long defor- 
mities are started in infants and children because 
of the ignorance and carelessness of parents in re- 
gard to the most elemental facts of diet, training 
and exercise Bowlegs, knock-knees, crooked 
spines, deformed ribs, mis-placed teeth and similar 
deformities, although due to a practically inexcus- 
able neglect on the part of parents, when once well 
established in children, are difficult if not imposs- 
ible to correct. Deformities may also occur in those 
who are fully grown because of the habits of living 
that were formed during childhood 

Any disease, if long continued, will change the 
appearance and generally result in ugliness. The 
alterations produced by a long-continued disease 
are usually so pronounced that any competent 
diagnostician can distinguish a healthy person from 
a sick one simply by the general appearance.
